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PETITION TO PERMIT FILING UNDER 37 C.F.R. SI. 47

The following statement of facts pertains to the 3 non-signing inventors: Graham Lawlor, 
Robert Seymour and Pat O'Donnell: 

Graham Lawlor 

The correspondence, and subsequent refusal to sign by Graham Lawlor is evidenced in 
the attached Exhibit "C". Graham was contacted on July 29, 2005 and was asked to sign the 
present declaration. In a response dated the same day, Graham expressed reservations on signing 
the document. After reassurances and a subsequent reminder sent on August 1 1, 2005, Graham 
responded via e-mail on August 18, 2005 unequivocally Slating that he would not sign the 
declaration.
